humbugs. The country i.s full of advont- 
urord wlio prey upon l\vu chissus dis- 
tinctively. 
First, those who believe that 


all newspapers rtruliiirs, andseconcl, that 
class who subscribe for the paper that is 
sold for the least money without refer- 
ence to the reading matter it contains. 
Among the most successful swindlers are 
those who take a promissory r.oto, for 
some swindle they have to sell, either 
drawn in such a manner that it may bo 
altered or separable, or else under tho 
pretense that it will not be presented 
until the article is tested. 
A good au- 


thority says: 


A promissory note is a written agree- 


ment to pay a certain sum of money at 
a certain time. It must be definite and 
unconditional. It is therefore in the na- 
ture of money; being negotiable, and 
where payable to bearer, the property 
in it passes by mere delivery of tho paper 
on which it is written. 
It is not subjeut 


to all tho defenses that are good as against 
other contracts. 
For example: It is 


generally good in tho hands of an inno- 
cent holder, no matter though the maker 
of it had lost it, or it had been stolen, or 
obtained from him by fraud. 
This may 


be the case, even though jt has been al- 
tered or "raised," as where I give my 
note signed in blank to a person, author- 
izing him to till in a certain amount as 
$10, and he fills in a larger amount, as 
8100, and sells it to an innocent pur- 
chaser. I must pay tho larger amount, 
for I it was who enabled the fraud to bo 
committed; and an old maxim of the law 
holds that where one or two innocent 
persons must sutler from the wrongful 
acts of a third, tho loss must bo borne by 
the one who enabled such third person 
to occasion it. The justice of this is ob- 
vious, and any sensible man will appre- 
ciate tho necessity of protecting, in tho 
largest degree, tho rights of bond fiilc 
holders of negotiable instruments, which 
form part of tho currency of tho country, 
and if subject to all the defenses of other 
written contracts, would be deprived of 
their main value. 


Our advice is never to give a note 


unless written in ordinary form, and 
you should know perfectly tho contents 
thereof. The great number of frauds 
that have been perpetrated on the farm- 
ers of Western States and Territories by 
patent right men anil worthless agricult- 
ural machinery agonts, 
should be a 


suflieicnt excuse for you to have noth- 
ing to do with men', especially in im- 
portant transactions, who cannot satisfy 
your banker, lawyer or merchant that 
they are all right. 


Another fraud is that of conveyance. 


The following decision istt case in point: 
Where a party conveys his property to a 
third party when judgments are out- 
standing against him, and such convey- 
ance is with tho intent to defraud his 
creditors, and the fraud is participated 
in by the purchaser, his title will not be 
protected, even though he paid sufficient 
consideration.

in it without the consent of all, notwith- 
standing the alteration was entirely hon- 
est and with no fraudulent intent, will 
be deemed a material one.

"A 
careful man will never mortgage his 
homo except as a last resort to raise 
money for legitimate purposes.

connection, a peculiar system. oE mort- 
gaging farms in Switzerland will bo in- 
teresting: A farmer may borrow of a 
dozen men successively, the simple rec- 
ord in an ollicial book 'showing their 
order. If he fails to pay, a successor is 
found for him by beginning at tho bot- 
tom of the list of debtors, and calling on 
eaoh in. his order to assume all the debts 
and manage the farm, or step aside and 
lose his claim.—Prairie Farmer. 


A Substitute for Black Wulmit. 


Black birch, which is rapidly coming 


into favor, is a close-grained and very 
handsome wood, anil can be easily 
stained to resemble walnut exactly. 
It 


is just as easy to work and is suitable for 
nearly, if not all, the purposes to which 
black walnut is at present applied. Birch 
is much tho same color as cherry, but 
the latter wood is now very scarce, and 
consequently dear. It is a dillieult thing 
to obtain cherry at 850 per 1,000 feet, 
while birch wood can bo had at any saw 
mill afSl per 1,000 feet. Who:i prop- 
erly stained it is almost impossible to 
distinguish tho ditl'erenee between it 
and walnut, as it is susceptible of a 
beautiful polish, equal to any wood now 
used in the manufacture of furniture. In 
this forests throughout Ontario birch 
grows in abundance, especially if the 
hind is not too boggy. There is a great 
diil'crouee in tho wood of different sec- 
tions. 
Where the land is high and d:-y 


the wood is linn and clear; but if tho 
laud i.s low and wet the wood has a ten- 
dency to be soft, and often of a bluish 
color. In all the Northern regions it 
(-in be. found in great abundanee, and as, 
the tree grows to great size, little trouble 
is experienced in procuring it in largo 
411:111 titles.—-Toronto Globe.

Tlie Waterworks 


According to official notice there will 


be an election iu this city on Tuesday, 
the 5th of December, at which the people 
will settle the question whether or not 
there shall be water works in this city. 
There is no doubt that the question will 
be settled in the affirmative, as the general 
sentiment of the community seems to be 
in favor of the works. When this point 
is settled, then the next one will be as to 
how they shall be built and controlled. 
There are three propositions iu regard to 
this matter, and i.re briefly stated as fol- 
lows: 


FIRST—That the city euter into a con- 


tract with some company or capitalists, 
guaranteeing them a certain sum annual- 
ly for tho use of a given number of fire 
hydrants, which are to be located on the 
public streets at such places as the com- 
mon council shall order. Tho company 
to lay twelve miles of main water pipes. 


SECOND—That the common council en- 


ter into contract for the building of 
water works to bo owned by tho city, and 
issue bonds for the payment of tho 
same. 


TIIIED—That tho charter bo so amend- 


ed, as to create a board ot throe or five 
water commissioners, to hold their of- 
fices for three or fivo years, who shal] 
have full power to build and operate) a 
system of water works to be owned 
by 
the 
city. 
The 
board 
of 


water commissioners to have power in- 
dependent of the common council, the 
same as tho school board now have. 
That bonda in a sufficient amount bo is- 
sued, payable at such times as may bo 
agreed upon by tho commissioners and 
city council. 


When the question as to whether tho 


people are in favor oE water works shall 
be settled next Tuesday, ^thcu tho more 
important proposition will be "who will 
build them?" 
If tho city shall build 


them, which would necessitate bonding 
thc city for tho amount necessary to con- 
struct 
the 
works, 
then 
a bill 


would have 
to 
pass 
tho 
legis- 


lature authorizing tho city to issue tho 
bonds, and according to tho charter tho 
question as to whether the city should be 
bonded, would have to be submitted. 1C 
tho commissioner system, which is tho 
third proposition, bo selected, tho charter 
would have to bo amauded by the legis- 
lature and about the same course taken 
as on the second proposition. 


These aro the facts connected with tho 


question of water works. They are plain 
and simple, so that no one cau be mis- 
guided iu the matter. 
Tho question ou 


Tuesday of next week will be—"For 
wator works" and "Against water works." 
When these points are settled, there will 
be ample tirno to discuss tho other prop- 
ositions.
